usual, but over the stamp he placed a 
very thin,'transparent 
piece of paper, 


the result being that the 
postoffice 


mark appeared only on this paper and 
did not deface the stamp underneath 
it, which, consequently, could be used 
again, and just as often as it was pro- 
tected by the transparent paper. 
The 


trick was so easy that any one could do 
it,allthat was necessary -being to see 
that the transparent paper wasgummed 
evenly over the stamp. 
After it had 


passed through the mailsit was easy to 
remove the paper by holding it a min- 
ute or two over steam. 
Thousands of 


letters stamped in this manner have 
recently, it is said, passed through the 
mails in Belgium, ulid as they appar- 
ently differed in no respect fromother 
letters it was not until a thorough in- 
vestigation had been made that the au- 
thorities learned how they had been 
tricked.

A Cabinet order has been issued at 


Berlinannouncing the names of the of- 
ficers and the strength of the German 
Chinese occupation brigade as follows: 
Commander, Major-General yon Rohr- 
scheidt, witha militarysuit numbering 
eight persons, nearly all of thembeing 
officers who belonged to the expedition 
corps. .The occupation brigade willbe 
composed of three infantry regiments, 
of three battalions, 
the latter having 


three companies each; one squadron of 
mounted chasseurs; 
three fieldbatteries 


of artillery and other troop3. 


The Germans 
are actively at work 


fortifying their part of the Legation 
quarter. 
One fortress is being planned 


for the top of the city wall behind the 
Legation. 
The Ministers have issued 
proclamations giving minute rules for 
the regulation ofthe quarter and close- 
ly restricting 
the Chinese. 
Nothing 


has been determined inregard to simi- 
lar restrictions against 
the Legation 


guards outside the quarter. 


The Chinese troops have failed to sup- 


press the Boxers inCentral Chili, and 
the French have therefore decided to re- 
sume theiroccupation of Chengting-Fu 
and other places in that vicinity. The 
Chinese themselves have no expecta- 
tionof success in maintaining order in 
the outlying districts. 


Despite all denials, Mrs. Botha, wife 


of the Boer commander in chief, acting 
inthe role of peace envoy, visited the 
Colonial Office and was received by 
Earl Roberts at the War Office. 


Trouble between British and French 


soldiers at Tien-tsin continues. 


CHINA. 


Grave military scandals 
are being 


smothered just now by the BritishWar 
Office. Five officers and several pri- 
vates of the irregular corps employed in 
South Africaare nowundergoing penal 
servitude for life in the Portland and 
Lewes jails for traitorously 
assisting 


Boers to smuggle ammunition through 
the Britishlines. 
They weresentenced 


to be shot, but General Roberts com- 
muted their sentences. 
Indoing so he 


returned them as dead from enteric 
fever. 
Since then three other officers 


and eleven men have been caught at 
the same game and General Kitchener 
had them shot and returned them as 
fever victims. 


Colonel Wilson with 240 ofKitchen- 


er's scouts has surprised and routed 400 
Boers belonging to Beyer's command, 
thirty-four miles west of Warm Baths. 
The Boers resisted stubbornly, but they 
finallybroke and fled, leaving thirty- 
seven dead, 100 prisoners and all their 
wagons and supplies, including 
8000 
cattle, in the hands of theBritish. The 
loss to the latter was three men killed 
and fifteen wounded. 
Beyer's main 


command arrived on the scene soon 
after the engagement,- but failed in an 
attempt to recapture the supplies. 


Details fromBullock's column, which 
is operating in the eastern part of the 
Transvaal, show that during the past 
three weeks theBritish have made fre- 
quent successful night attacks whilein 
pursuit of Botha's forces. 
They have 
captured a number ofBoers and also a 
large quantity ofstock. 
Quantities of 


foodstuffs have been destroyed. 


General 
Blood's operations in the 


Eastern Transvaal have been eminently 
successful in keeping General Botha's 
forces in a comparatively small area. 
ButBotha's command is stillsouth of 
the Delagoa Bay Railway. There are 
now only 600 Boers north of the line. 
General Blood has denuded the country 
of supplies.' 


The War Office, London, states offi- 
cially that no news has been received ot 
the alleged request by General Botha 
for a meeting with Lord Kitchener in 
regard to peace terms. It was added 
that ifsuch a request had been made. 
Lord Kitchener would have informed 
the Government of itimmediately, s .': 


The British surprised two Boerlaag- 


ers at different places in Cape Colony 
and captured 
forty-two prisoners, fif- 
teen rounds of ammunition and a large 
quantity of supplies. 
... 


Itis persistently rumored at Durban 
that a general surrender of the Boers 
willtake place at an early date. 


Efforts to discover the location ofthe 
"Long Tom" gun in the possession of 
the Boers have been futile. 


Arailroad wreck occurred near Pre- 
toriain which nine soldiers werekilled 
and many wounded. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


News has been received at Washing- 
ton through officialchannels thatLieu- 
tenant Richard H. Townley of the 
Navy, has been convicted 
by court 
martialat Manila and sentenced to dis- 
missal from theservice. 
The charge on 
which Lieutenant Townley was court- 
martialed was in connection with the 
recent commissary irregularities at Ma- 
nila. The sentence must be approved 
by the President tobecome effective. 
A letter fromPaul J. Spillane of the 
Ninth Infantry, stationed in the Phil- 
ippines, has been received by afriendin 
Watertown, N. Y. Itstates that while 
Spillane was a prisoner of theFilipinos 
at Tariac he learned from insurgent 
officers the fate of Major Rockefeller, 
whose mysterious disappearance 
early 
in the war has puzzled the American 
Army. Major Rockefeller, 
according 
to theFilipinos,was taken prisoner and 
went mad whileincaptivity. 
Soon aft- 
erward he died. Spillane says that the 
story of the Major's suicide after learn- 
ing that he had killed his own son in 
battle is untrue, as Rockefeller was in 
no engagements.

killing six. 
Twenty-three insurgents 


have been captured at Atimon,province 
of Tabas.

In abattle with insurgents at Lipa, 
province of Batangas, Lieutenant An- 
ton Springer of the Twenty-firstInfan- 
try was killedand Captain W.H.Wil- 
helm and Lieutenant Charles Ramsay 
ofthe same regiment. Lieutenant Fitz- 
hugh Lee Jr, and five enlisted men 
were wounded.

column, show an increase of 796 for the 
entire county in ten years. 
The in- 


crease in township one, of which Jack- 
son is the center, amounts 
to 928. 
So 


that outside of Jackson 
and vicinity, 


the county has actually lost 132 in the 
past decade. 
All the mining sections 


have 
gained, 
whilo the 
agricultural 


regions 
have declined in population. 


Township 
two, comprising 
the 
fine 
farming lands of lone and Jackson 
valleys, and having the terminus of the 
only railroad entering the county, 
has 


failed to hold its own—losing 50 souls. 
Township five has suffered 
the most, 
witha loss of447. 
This is explicable 
by the decline of the gold mininginter- 
ests around Plymouth. 
Township four, 
withSutter Creek and Amador City as 
the centers of activity, shows a fair in- 
crease of 312. 
The pain of 159 intown- 
ship three is no doubt due to the large 
number of men employed in the works 
of the Blue Lakes Water Company, 
and the Standard 
Electric Company. 
Altogether, the showing is far from 
\u25a0satisfactory, 
outside of Jackson. 
The 
county has resources 
sufficient to sus- 


tain a much 
larger population. Its 
climate is unsurpassed 
In healthful- 


ness it has 
no superior in the state. 


There is no lack of employment. 
Any 
man able and willingto work can find

at fair wages. 
Under 


these circumstances itseems unaccount- 
able that Amador has not increased

By striking out this clause, and leav- 
ing the clause 
relating to 
business 
places within town limits exactly as it 
stood in the old ordinance, 
the law 
leaves wayside places absolutely unpro- 
vided for. 
By no stretch of the imag- 


ination Cfto the 
words, 
"within. the 
limits of any village, town or city in 
the county of Amador," be made to 
embrace 
the entire territory 
of the 
county. 
The language 
had no such 


meaning in the oldordinance. 
Indeed, 
tha distinction 
was squarely drawn be- 
tween town»nd country, and itcannot 
now be claimed tbat such restricted 
language can be given a, general and 
unnatural 
interpretation. 
The first 
part of section 20 makes itunlawful for 
"any person 
to carry on within the 
county of Amador any bar without a 
license." 
gut the imposition oflicense 
of $15 per quarter is confined 
to houses 
within town or village Ijmits. 
No 


doubt the supervisors wiljt»jc,e steps tp 
fix the ordinance so th»t tl)e.r,o willbe 
no ground for dispute. 
As jt now 
elands, the county revenue is likely to 
be seriously affected, as wayside saloons 
are not likely to submit to increased 
license unless the lawexplicitlyrequires 
them to do so. 


Provided, that any person or per- 


sons who sells at retail such liquors 
or wines at any way tavern 
or public 
watering place on any thoroughfare 
outside the limitsof any village, 
town 


or city, shall -pay seven and 
one-half 


dollars per quarter. 


Let us carefully 
consider the amen- 


ded ordinance inquestion. 
That ordin- 
ance 
takes the place of section 
20 of 
the old ordinance, 
whichsection is the 
only portion of the ordinance 
which 
specially concerns the retailliquor busi- 
ness. 
The 
amended 
law 
therefore, 
purports to be, and is in fact, a com- 
plete system ofretailliquorlicenses. 
It makes 
two important 
changes. 
First, it requires every liquor dealer, 
before commencing business, and after 
license has been 
granted, 
to file with 
the county clerk a bond inthe sum of 
one 
thousand 
dollars. 
The 
second 


change is the all-important one. 
This 


is a change of omission. 


The followingclause of paragraph 
7 
inthe old lawis absent from the amen- 
ded law: 


There seems to bo a very erroneous 


impression abroad 
concerning 
the ef- 


fect of the amended 
ordinance relating 


to retail liquor licenses, 
published in 


another column. 
As we understand it, 


the intention ofthe supervisors inpass- 
ingthe ordinance was to place- all per- 
sons engaged jn the liquor business 
on 
the same footing, regardless uf whether 
the business 
is conducted 
within or 
without the limitsof a town or village. 
Under the old ordinance retail liquor 
licenses are divided into two classes. 
Namely, for those doing business with- 
ina town or village, $15 per quarter; 
and for those outside the limits of a 
town or village, $7.50 per quarter. 
In- 


asmuch 
as 
the 
number 
of 
wayside 


saloons 
was on the increase out of all 


proportion to the growth of the county, 
or the demands of the traveling public, 
it was thought advisable to change the 
ordinance, reducing allretailers to one 
common level, as regards 
the amount 
of the license tax to be paid to the tax 
collector. The ordinance, as we under- 
stand it, was amended 
to accomplish 


this end. 
But 
the question 
arises, 


Does it do so? 
We are free to say that 
we are utterly unable to place any such 
construction upon the new ordinance. 
On the contrary, instead of imposing 
an increased license tax upon 
wayside 
saloons, the effect of that ordinance, in 
our humble opinion, is to relieve all 
wayside places from tho payment of 
any license whatever. 
Indeed, it is a 


serious question, 
whether the law as 


amended is not so 
repugnant 
to the 
provision of the constitution which re- 
quires uniformity in taxation as to be 
fatal to the entire system 
of'retail 
liquorlicenses in this county. 
Can a 
law stand the test of the courts which 
requires $15 per quarter 
from certain 


business men within the town limits, 
and nothing from those conducting the 
same 
kind of business 
outside those 
limits? 
This, 
however, 
is a matter 
that must be leftto the courts 
to de- 


termine.

The use ofoilfor road purposes 
has 


advanced 
beyond 
the 
experimental 


stage inseveral of the southern counties 
of the state. InSan Bernardino county 
the supervisors are so satisfied with it 
that they are preparing to adopt it on 
a much more extensive 
scale. 
Indeed, 


itis claimed to be suitable, not only on 
macadamized roads, but for roadbeds 
consisting 
of ordinary 
alluvium. A 


road of this character, 
treated with a 


thick coating ofoil,judiciously applied, 
is reported tobe able to withstand the 
heaviebt kindof traffic. Of course, the 
cheapness of the oilinthat section is a 
material 
consideration 
in its 
favor, 


which willnot apply with equal force 
to Amador county. 
There, ithas been 


found that 160 barrels of oil are re- 
quired forevery mileof roadway. 
The 


oilis put on sixteen feet wide. 
The 


lowest grade of oilispreferred for this 
purpose. 
It is applied in this wise: 


The oil is first heated 
to drive out 


whatever water it contains —all grades 
of oilbeing found to contain more or 
less 
water. It is sprinkled over the 


roadway 
while still warm, 
for the 


reason, 
we presume, 
that it is then 


thinner, and mixes more readily with 
the earthy matter. 
One-half the width 


of the road is treated at a time. 
After 


sprinkling, a coating of dirt is spread 
over it,and itis then railed thoroughly 
until the surface is even a«4 solidly 
packed. 
No traffic is allowed to pace 


over it untilafter the lapse of at least: 
24 hours. 
Thereafter the other half of 


the roadbed is treated in like manner. 
The cost —estimating the oilat $1 per 
barrel—is "about 
$170 
pap mile. 
It 


would be more than this in Aroador 
county. 
Even allowing $200 per mile, 


and admitting that it would be nec- 
essary to treat the road twice a year— 
the eecend coating of a much lighter 
character —itis probable that on this 
basis, it would be found a far less ex- 
.pensive, and at the uatno time a more 
efficient method, of road instruction 
and maintenance than the exceeding! v 
costly 
and unsatisfactory 
system of 


operating the lone road that has been 
followed for years. 
The sprinkling of' 


that thoroughfare with water Cannot 
be done for less than $2000 per year, to 
say nothing of the thousands of dollars 
expended 
every year in construction 


and repairs. 
The oil business for road 


making and road preserving is worthy 
of serious consideration at the hands of 
those 
who have 
charge of i-oad af- 


fairs inthis county. Itshould not be 
flippantly dismissed on account 
of the 


protects hurled against the admittedly 
unsatisfactory 
nature 
of the 
recent 


effortin till*direction. 


But more than 
two 
weeks 
have 


elapsed since the oil was applied, and 
the verdict rendered at first is rapidly 
undergoing a change. 
This quarter of 


a mileof oiled roadway is now by long 
odds the best portionof the road. 
The 


heavy travel has packed the combina- 
tionof oil,dust and gravel, untilithas 
formed a 
compact coating akin, to 


asphaltum. 
It effectually disposes 
of 


the dust, and besides 
this it promises 


to resist 
the action of water in the 


winter season, the water merely run- 
ning over the greasy 
surface, 
without 


penetrating, thereby solving the mud 
problem In winter time. 


Hence, vehicles 
plowing through it 


became 
spattered 
with the mixture, 


which was so tenacious that itrequired 
a treatment of coal oil to wash it off. 
Passengers' 
clothing touched with this 


oil-mud 
was ruined, 
every 
particle 


leaving a stain that defied all attempts 
to entirely remove it. Itis not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that the experi- 
ment 
has been voted a failure. The 


evils incident to the oil were thought 
tojoutweigh the inconvenience 
of dust 


and the loss occasioned by wear of the 
road bed. 


The experiment of treating a short 


distance of the lone road with crude 
oil, for the purpose of ascertaining 
its 


value as a preservative and to allay the 
dust, has hardly progressed 
far enough 


toenable acorrect opinion tobe formed. 
The idea is certainly deserving 
of a 


more thorough and scientific tost than 
has yet been accorded it. The place se- 
lected was the Morrow grade. 
About 


350 yards of the macadamized roadway 
was treated, the width being insuffici- 
ent to admit of vehicles passing 
each 


other on the oiledtrack. 
The 
cost of 


this experiment', -we are informed, was 
$35. 
Atthis rate, it would cost from 


$150 to $175 per mile to oil a single 
track, road.. 
Although considerable 


complaint has been made against 
this 


oiling experiment, 
there is no doubt 


the 
complaints 
are more against the 


method of applying the oil than to the 
process as a whole. .The practice 
was 


entirely new to this county, and those 
having charge of it were not posted 
concerning the most practicable way of 
spreading it. 
Hence, mistakes 
were 


made, 
resulting in a volumne of de- 


nunciation which under other circum- 
stances might have been avoided. 
The 


oilit seems, 
was poured on the highest 


point, leaving it to flow by its own 
gravity to the lower places. It was 
necessarily unevenly spread, gathering 
inpools at points of depression. 
No 


effort was made to keep the traffic off 
until the oil had saturated 
the loose 


earth and debris.

He bad been drinkiug around town, but 
was comparatively quiet on reaching 
the hospital. 
That night, however, 


he 'became j exceedingly 
violent. He 


imagined some one wanted to killhim, 
and got possession 
of two flat irons and 
with one In'each 
hand stood at the 


door threatening to killany one that 
attempted to enter. 
This sort of thing 


continued at intervals until the follow- 
ing evening. 
The racket kept 
the 


institution in a fright and ferment for 
twenty-four hours. 
Finally, it became 


so 
unbearable 
that 
superintendent 


Barrett, 
watching the 
opportunity, 


overpowered himand took him to the 
county jail, iFive strong men had all 
they could do to manage him. 
The 


man Is evidently crazed with liquor. 
Ahospital filled with sick and infirmis 
no place to be disturbed by such wild 
scenes. 
The rules ofproperly conduct- 


ed hospitals in San Francisco prohibit 
the taking of patients whoare mentally 
unbalanced, 
whether temporarily 
or 


permanently. 
The 
comfort of the 


legitimate patients depends in a meas- 
ure upon the enforcement of this rule. 
And yet our law-makers have reversed 
this sensible idea, and made the public 
hospital the proper place of detention 
for the mentally afflicted. 
Such a law 


cannot be changed too soon.

own country, 
thereby

maritime glory. 


Secretly giving orders, therefore, for 


a gunboat to Immediately embark a de- 
tachment of soldiers and steal away in 
tbe night for Perim island, tbe govern- 
or then announced a farewell banquet 
and ball for tbe day but one following, 
a final act of courtesy

French admiral would willingly have 
dispensed, 
for be was anxious to sail, 


but which he could not well refuse on 
account of tbe use he had made of the 
British

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The well empties Into Beaver creek 


only about 100 yards distant the wa- 
ter gushing forth from the rocks as 
though it were under great 
pressure. 


Tbe well Is undoubtedly supplied from 
subterranean 
sources, possibly through 


the hole sounded 
by the army officers 


years ago. 
The sides of the well are 


honeycombed 
with caves and tunnels, 


permitting sightseers 
to descend to tbe 


water's 
edge.

curiosities in the territory of Arizona

The work of the worm is over. 


After the worms have become 
dizzy 


with playing the "merry go round" on 
the bodies of the savages 
they quit eat- 


ing and commence 
spinning tbe outer 


covering for the cocoons. 
When 
this 


labor is done, 
the natural 
process 
of 


silkmaking 
Is Interfered 
with. 
The 


savages 
had found out that when the 


cocoons were finished they would burst 
or the worms would eat their way out 
In either case 
the silk was destroyed. 


So the worms are prevented from mak- 
ing the cocoons. 
Instead the fiber for 


the outer covering Is destroyed, 
and 


the poor caterpillars 
stop In perplex- 


ity.. But they doubtless conclude 
the 


savages 
are right, and. the worms are 


In debt 
to them 
for eight 
weeks of 


feeding, so they start soon to tbe spin- 
ning of tbe silk. 


These caterpillar covered niggers, as 


Dr. F. A. Marsh, who was of our party, 
called 
them, sleep on their backs at 


night and are careful not to turn over 
!n their sleep. 
That 
would be a sad 


calamity. 
When we came to their vil- 


lage, there were ten Indians, men and 
women. In the act of raising silk cater- 
pillars by this unique 
process. 
They 


were a sight to chill the blood. Iknow 
tbe blood stopped Sowing in my veins. 
Istood still and shuddered. 
Yet there 


was a fascination 
about it for I had 


been 
told what the object of it was. 


and Iadmired the' savage Ingenuity. 


During eight 
weeks 
tbe 
savage 
Is 


covered with these yellow crawlers. 
It 


would seem that thousands of creeping 
caterpillars over one's body from head 
to foot would tickle one to death. 
Cer- 


tainly a white man would find Itun- 
bearable, 
but it must be remembered 


these natives of Brazil are scarcely hu- 
man. 
To them it Is Intensely interest- 


tag to train these 
worms In the way 


they should go. 
Small bits of leaves 


are stuck on tbe bodies of the natives 
in regular rows, and round and round 
the worms go. feeding on the way. Tbe 
natives help each other in the placing 
of the bits of leaves and In confining 
the worms to certain localities on the 
body.

Their method of obtaining the silk 


and transforming itinto garments was 
crude. 
When the moths laid the eggs, 


the natives carried them In great quan- 
tities in belts about their bodies, 
thus 


giving tbe eggs the body beat 
At the 


end of winter the eggs were hatched, 
and the result was an army of caterpil- 
lars. 


\u25a0 These were trained to crawl over 


the naked bodies of the natives, 
jThis 


was their.home. 
They knew no other 


and seemed quite contented. 


These particular Indians were contin- 


ually bent on discovery 
and experi- 


menting, 
says 
Mr. Axtell. 
Somehow 


they bad come into possession 
of some 


silkworms. 
These 
worms 
were not 


known 
before 
in that 
country, 
and 


most of them died before the natives* 
found out how to raise them. 
But they 


persevered and by feeding them on the 
tender 
leaves 
of some native plants 


produced a good quality of silk, not so 
good as the Chinese product by feeding 
the worms on white mulberry leaves, 
but nevertheless 
a strong, serviceable 


silk, certainly 
good enough 
for the 


dusky bodies of these savages, 
for this 


silk has net yet become an article of 
commerce.
